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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach a two layer embossed laminar product wherein the first layer contains a 
first set of protuberances and a second set of protuberances, the second set being of 
major dimension and minor density with respect the first protuberances, the second and 
first layer being adhesively coupled with the first set of protuberances being free of 
adhesive and the second set of protuberances have adhesive applied thereto and 
wherein the second set of protuberances are superimposed on the first set of 
protuberances and substantially remove the first set of protuberances per claim 1 10 in 
combination with all the other limitations in the claim. Claim 126 contains all the 
limitations as claim 1 10 in addition to the second layer being embossed with a third set 
of protuberances with major dimensions and minor density with respect to the first set of 
protuberances. Claim 127 contains all the limitations as claim 1 10 in addition to the third 
set of protuberances on the second layer being inserted inside the second set of 
protuberances of the first layer. Claim 128 contains all the limitations as claim 110 in 
addition to the third set of protuberances being higher than the second set of 
protuberances. Claim 129 contains all the limitations as claim 110 in addition to the 
second layer being embossed with a third set of protuberances with major dimensions 
and minor density with respect to the first set of protuberances and a third layer 
containing a forth set of protuberances lower in height than the third set of 
protuberances. Claim 130 contains all the limitation as claim 110 in addition to the 
second layer being embossed with a third set of protuberances with minor dimensions 
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and major density with respect to the ornamental motif (i.e. the second set of 
protuberances) and wherein the third protuberances are superimposed on the second 
set of protuberances and substantially remove said protuberances.
